Epochal Talk 
Near Brioni

PULA, Yugoslavia, Juiy 18— 
President Tito of Yugoslavia, 
President Nasser of Egypt and 
Prime Minister Nehru of India 
traded .views in a face-to-face 
meeting today. 

The three advocates of a neu- 
tral position between East and 
West met on the tiny island of 
Vanga, a favorite hideaway of 
Tito near the larger Adriatic is- 
land of Brioni, where Tito has a 
summer home. The topics dis- 
cussed were not yet known. 


Photographers were permit- 
ted to take pictures of them to- 
gether. They posed without 
shaking hands. Then the photo- 
graphers were returned to the 
mainland and the leaders re- 
mained with aides to talk. 


‘Nasser was accompanied by 
the entire Egyptian delegation 
which accompanied him on his 
State visit here. Foreign Mini- 
ster Koca Popovic, and Vice- 
Presidents Edvard Kardelj and 
Alexander Rankovic sat with 
Tito. Nehru had only a few 
aides with him. 


Reporters were not present. 
They were to be taken to Brioni 
from Pula at 1700 GMT. A com- 
munique probably will be issu- 
ed later tonight or Thurday 
morning on the earlier Yugo- 
Slay-Egyptian talks. <A. spokes- 
man said a communique on the 
three Power talks probably 
would follow later. 


Nehru flew into Pula Military 
Airport at 1220 (1120 GMT— 
2020 JST) in an Indian Air 
Force Viscount. He expressed 
pleasure at being back in Yugo- 
slavia but carefully avoided any 
political statement at the air- 
port reception, 


‘Little time has been allocated 
for the Nehru-Nasser-Tito talks, 
according to an official schedule 
,handed out at a news confer- 
ence. This underlined what 
those around the _ delegation 
have been saying—that no ma- 
jor developments can be expect- 
ed from the much publicized dis- 
cussions, . : 

They are expected to deal pri- 
marily with the possibility of in- 
cluding smaller nations in the 
big Power disarmament talks 
and of funneling economic aid 
to undeveloped nations through 
the United Nations rather than

PARIS, July 18—One of the 

purposes of the “neutralist’’ 
three-Power conference opening 
on the Adriatic island of Brioni 
today will be for India’s Jawa- 
harlal Nehru and Yugoslavia's 
Marshal Josip Tito to put the 
brake on the burgeoning third 
member of the trio—Egypt’s 
young President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser.

Nasser joined Marshal Tito 
Tuesday night at the site of the 
talks, the 1, ugoslav leader's vaca- 
tion villa on the island of Brioni, 
seven miles northwest of this 
Adriatic seaport. 

The Egyptians attempted to 
attribute large significance to 
the 24-hour meeting. But Yugo- 
Slav sources predicted there 
would be nothing more drama- 
tic than a restatement of known 
positions. Nehru said just pe- | 
fore his departure this morning 
from France: 


“We will meet as old friends, 
not as a kind of conference to 
‘solve every problem.” 

There is little time for forma- 
tion of any neutralist bloc or 
important new policy during the 
brief meeting. 


Nehru said the North African 
tension probably will be dis- 
cussed. French leaders briefed 
him on their views during his 
one-day stay in that country, 
and Nehru said the 20-month-old 
fighting between the French and 
the Algerian Nationalists must 
stop. 

*I think the French Govern- 
ment is earnestly desirous of 
bringing peace to Algeria and 
solving problems there. It is 
not for me to agree or disagree. 
I am, of course, concerned that 
killings should end.and specific 
interests of all concerned be pro- 
tected,” Nehru said at a 15- 
minute Paris news conference 
before boarding his plane. 


U.S. Trade Bank 
Ready to Exempt 
Tax on Interests 


The Finance Ministry yester- 
day received from the U.S. Govy- 
ernment through the American 
Embassy here a favorable-reply 
concerning the proposed loan 
from the Export-Import Bank of 
the United States to three Japa- 
nese power companies for their 
thermal power development pro- 
grams. 

The reply said that the U.S. 
Government is ready to exempt 
tax on interest accruing from in- 
vestments in that country by 
Japan’s Export-Import Bank and 
the Japan Development Bank 
provided the Japanese Govern- 
ment reciprocates on loans ex- 
tended by the Export-Import 
Bank of the U.S. 

This is expected to serve as 
a solution to. the pending issue 
of taxation on interests which 
has constituted a bottleneck to 
the proposed: $36,700,000 U.S. 
loan to the Japanese power 
companies. 

The Japanese Government 
first took the view that interest 
accruing from the U.S. loan. is 
taxable, but for the purpose of. 
facilitating early .conclusion of 
the loan contract, requested the 
U.S. Government to agree to 
mutual exemption of taxon the 
interest of loans extended be-

K’shchev Boasts Germany — 
‘Will Be Communist State © 


MOSCOW, July 18 (AP)— 
Russia’s Nikita S. Khrushchev 
boasted last night that Germany 
would eventually be reunited— 
on Communist terms. 

The Communist Party Secre- 
tary made the statement at a 
Kremlin banquet in honor of 
Premier Otto Grotewohl of Com- 
munist dominated East Ger- 
many. 

._ Khrushchev departed from 
the recent -policy of Russian 
sweet talk with a 45-minute 
tirade of sarcasm and ridicule 
‘against Western democracy. 

- He said democracy was a 
sham and that Western freedom 
was freedom only for capitalists 
to “plunder the workers.” 

The audience, mostly Soviet 
officials and diplomats of Com- 
munist satellite nations, burst 
into laughter and applause sev- 
eral times. « 

Khrushchev appeared to en- 
joy himself hugely, frequently 
bubbling over with loud 
chuckles at something he had 
just said. - 3 

Although he predicted even- 


tual German reunification 
under communism, the Com- 
munist leader told Grotewohl 
and members of the East Ger- 
man delegation that they would 
have to be patient—it would not 
be achieved in the immediate 


future.

MOSCOW, July 18 (INS) — 
The. Soviet Union agreed yes- 
terday to bolster East Ger- 
many’s. economy and Nikita 
Krushchev called for the un- 
hurried unification of Germany 
as'a socialist state.

The United 
States, however, has leaned to- 
ward a policy of boosting the 
Nasser regime as a pillar of its 
Middle East policy. This poscy 
has been promoted by a group 
of American diplomats primari- 
ly interested in Middle ‘ast 
Affairs centering around U.S. 
Ambassador to Cairo, Henry By- 
roade and George V. Allen, until 
recently -Assistant Secretary of 
State for Near Eastern, South 
Asian and African Affairs. 

Howeyer, Ambassador’ By- 
roade has now been ordered to 
the Union of South Africa and 
Allen has been appointed Am- 
bassador to Greece. As a result 
of these personnel changes, it 
has become problematical whe- 
ther the U.S. will hereafter con- 
tinue its pro-Nasser policy, 

An indication of the possible 
change in the American policy 
has been seen in the marked 
reluctance, which has become 
evident lately, on the part of 
the U.S. Senate to extend econo- 
mic aid to Egypt in contrast to 
its willingness to eontinue the 
aid to Yugoslavia. In other 
words, the U.S. has come to dif- 
ferentiate its attitude toward 
Marshal Tito and President Nas- 
ser.

Representatives of 12 top pro- 
ducers met in New York City 
yesterday to review their posi- 
tion in the walkout, which has 
cut off 88 per cent of the na- 
tion’s steel supply. 

The industry’s original offer 
of a 52-month, no-strike con- 
tract, calling for annual wage 
increases, was rejected and led 
to the walkout by 650,000 steel- 
workers. |

workers employed in industries

In Praise of Normalcy

“The Man in the Gray Flan- 
nel Suit” (Fox), opening tomor- 
row at the Yuraku-za, is a de- 
lightfully mature product of 
typica] suburban cult in Ameri- 
can civilization. It is a praise 
of ordinariness or that unaffect- 
ed normalcy which can be taken, 
in its best broad sense, for 
Sanity. ! 

Tom Rath (Gregory Peck) 
the hero of Sloan Wilson’s best- 
selling novel from which this 
film was made, is an’ ordinary 
salaried man who lives an un- 
complicated suburban life in 
Connecticut with his wife 
(Jennifer Jones) and _ three 
small children who are three 
television addicts. He com- 
mutes daily to the place of his 
work on Madison Avenue. 

The most important thing 
about him is his ordinariness, 
normalcy, or sanity, whatever 
one chooses to call it. He is 
essentially a man completely, or 
almost completely, free from 
tne rigidity of dogma, form and 
system, by which men often like 
to bind themselves. The only 
thing he likes to bind himself 
to is his family. 


Heroic in War 


In the war, he did some heroic 
fighting as captain of a para- 
chute troop, survived numerous 
dangerous killings, but the war 
is now a vague memory to him 
which occasionally takes him in- 
to a strange reverie or two on 
the train. 

Back in civilization he is a 
publicity man for a foundation 
on $7,000 a year, and later 
switches over to a better $9,- 
000 a year job as a junior exe- 
cutive in a big radio-television 
firm headed by Fredric Marcn. 

Salaried life, however, has 
not exactly made him a yes man. 
He is no part of the hideous busi- 
néss bureaucracy represented, in 
the film’s devastating satire, by 
two of his colleagues (played by 
Arthur O’Connell and Henry 
Danielle). He is essentially in- 
dependent of the fever, and the 
sense of glory peculiar to the 
business world. 

Nobody recognizes this better 
than his boss Fredric March, 
the tycoon in the radio-television 
business. (“Men like you live on 
it (business) but a few men 
actually live it, give everything 
they've got to it. My misfor- 
tune is in being such a man”). 
So Gregory Peck goes on his 
easy way with Mr. March's fa- 
therly blessings. 


Spirited Wife 

Wife Jennifer Jones ‘helps him 
remain “normal” and conven- 
tional. She is a spirited woman 
of great integrity and shrewd- 
ness, a.little inclined to be fussy. 
She is also equipped with un- 
Canny intuition. Being pas- 
Sionately in love with husband 
Gregory, she has been sensing 
that something is wrong with 
their seemingly tranquil mar- 
riage. (“Marriage, they say, 15 
a secret two people share, but 
I feel something in you that has 
nothing to do with me.”) 

Her hunch was not far wrong. 
Gregory has a son by an Italian 
girl (Marisa Pavan) he met in 
Rome during the war. Acting 
on the principle of honesty she 
passionately inculcated into him, 
Peck confides the matter to her. 
Miss Jones’ performance at this 
revelation which profoundly 


shocks her is the kev dramatics

All sorts of things ave thrown 
into this long (two and a half 
hours) movie. The little legal

‘La Meilleure Part’ 
AmbitiousbutWeak 


“La Meilleure Part,” a Franco- 
Italian co-production, opening a 
week from today at the Maru- 
nouchi-Nikkatsu, is an €mbitious 
venture of Yves Allegret, the 
film author of “Les Orgueilleux” 
and “Miracles Happen. Only 
Once.” The material h@ chose 
for. his first CinemaScopé@ is un- 
usual—for him rather tHan for 
CinemaScope—a picture $n the 
engineering work for t con- 
struction of a giant dam M a re- 
mote mountain region on the 
Franco-Italian border. 

The grotesque immensity of 
the machinery seems purposely 
brought out, dwarfing the men 
scurrying round it; considerable 
footage of the film is deyoted to 
CinemaScoping thé sad con- 
trast, taken from various angles 
until one, subjected to an acute 
discomfort, begins to look 
around for a sign, more friend- 
ly, or at least more intelligible, 
as to the director’s intentions 
of what he is actually driving at. 


Feel Uncomfortable 

This feeling of discomfort con- 
tinues in a more or less degree 
all through the film—the sort of 
discomfort and embarrassment 
one feels toward an individual 
unnecessarily poker-faced when 
his sympathies are fairly ob- 
vious, 

The trouble with.“La Meil- 
leure Part” is that its sym- 
pathies are not simply obvious 
jut confused. It has the sur- 
face sympathies toward labor, 
w:th a great show of the misery 
of the assorted workers whose 
lives ace daily exposed to the 
danger of machinery, altitude, 
and natural disasters. It even 
throws in a strike involving 
the question of the health in- 
surance. 

But the point is only vaguely 
made cinematically. No less 
vague is *he characterization of 
their hero-—-chief engineer Per- 
rin (Gerard Philipe). Actor 
Philipe is clearly miscast and 
misused; there is little in the 
fira that convinces one of his 
character, his supposed love to- 
ward the workers, and the-r 
trust in him, and above all of 
his supposed passion for his 
work which is the key theme 
here. 


4 Lacks Life 

This lack in living personal- 
ity is disastrous, making the 
film almost pointless, particular- 
ly at the end where Perrin, re-

Bad Boy Wonder'’s Novel 
On Sex Imaginative Film

by far the best of the recent 
lost-youngei-generation films. 
Based on the third novel of bad- 
boy-wonder, Shintaro Ishihara, 
the young man who started the 
whole thing with “Taiyo no. Ki- 
setsu” (Season of the Sun), the 
picture sacrifices very little to 
sensationalism, has a real in- 
tegrity of its own and ends up 
being a very moving film ex- 
perience. 

Two brothers, younger Masa- 
hiko Tsugawa and elder brother 
Yasujiro Ishihara, at Zushi for 
the summer, accidentally meet a 
girl, Mie Kitahara, and later 
find out that she is the “only” 
of an elderly foreigner living in 
Hayama, She and the younger 
brother meet and eventually 
have an affair. 


Takes Her Away 


The elder brother, finding out 
about it, appropriates her, both 
because he wants her and be- 
cause he doesn’t like to see his 
younger brother mixed up with 
sex. She continues to see both 
boys, liking both and unable to 
make a break with either, 

Eventually the triangle be- 


the film, has just left him be- 
cause of his overattention to 
work and not enough to her, 
The whole thing, including the 
romantic factor, is more con- 
ceptual than cinematic. 

This is almost incompre- 
hensibly bad as Yves Alegret’s 
work—no acute social observa- 
tion (to which the film pre- 
tends), no particularly drama- 
tic situation, and an entirely 
vague characterization all 
through. Yet it is not so dif- 
ficult to find the reason for it— 
poor integration of the am- 
bitiously chosen material tvo 
unusual for him to handle. 

Wrong Material 

For Yves Allegret is an ex- 
pert painter of the desolation 
of life around us, good at a 
vague atmospheric desolation 
rather than anything based on 
documentary, factual things. 
In “La Meilleure Part,” too, his 
mind is not so much socially 
observant as cynically _in- 
terested in the wretches of 
men driven into a corner of 
life, as in “Les Orgueilleux” 
for example. 


half poetic and half cynical, in 
such scenes as where intimate 
daily living of the workmen is 
described, their nostalgia, their 
mute fear and sense of in- 
security. 


The identical scene used in 
the opening and. the ending, 
though almost naively contriv- 
ed, does succceed in giving a 
sense of bleakness and desola- 
tion—the departing chief en- 
gineer Philipe coming down 
from the mountain in a jeen 
meets a boy trudging up 
toward where he has just left: 
the boy asks him if there is 
any vacancy for him up there, 
the engineer tells him to go and 
find out. Neither of them is 
aware of a death that has just 
taken place up there to provide 
the new boy a job; or of still 
another death that will pass 
the same little job on to a new 
boy trudging up the hills in ex- 
actly the same way. (F. S.)

Set in Miura 

Their story is set against the 
sun-drenched shores of the 
Miura Peninsula which, in the 
film -at any rate, is the favorite 
summer retreat for the wealthi- 
er younger set. Constantly in 
the background are assorted 
youngsters, all rather rich and 
all very bored who “rink too 
much, play too much and let 
the sun go to their heads. 

Like in George Steven’s “A 
Place in the Sun” (a film which 
much influenced this one—to 
the extent of having a shot in 
common: the radio on the pier 
scene) the youngsters may be 
cruel and stupid and vicious 
but it’s only because they 
haven’t energy or interest to be 
anything else. 

Unlike Ishihara’s frankly sil- 
ly “Shokei no Heya” (Pun- 
ishment Room), which roused 
the mothers of Japan to ac- 
tion, this film holds no 
brief for organized juveniie 
crime. The crimes in this film 
are all crimes of passion and 
the loose-lipped cynicism of 
the former two films is com- 
pletely missing. No one in this 
picture wants to be bad—they 
just don’t want to be good bad 
enough. 

Graphic Concept 

Director Yasu Nakahira, a 
relative newcomer, has taken 
this extremely provocative 
novel and turned it into a very 
imaginative film. He works 
freely and swiftly, using a kind 
of painterly technique where 
one scene swiftly follows an- 
other, each stroke overlapping 
the other and creating new 
perspectives. His whole concept 
of the film is so graphic that 
one can grasp it without 
knowing any Japanese what- 
ever, KE 
His main concern here, how 
ever, is in reflecting in visual 
terms the theme of thé story 
and the theme of this story is 
sex. He succeeds superlatively. 
So well, in fact that, for me at 
any rate, it will probably long 
remain as one of the sexiest 
films I’ve ever seen—and that 
includes not aniy Jacques 
Feyder’s notorious 1921 “L’- 
Atlantide” but also occasional 
furtive glimpses of Asakusa 
“private-shows.” | 

Delicate Scenes 

Working on the _ well-worn 
principle that a completely bare 
lady is not nearly so stimulating 
as a partially clothed one, Naka- 
hira obtains an atmosphere of 
palpable sensuality by never 
showing sex. His love scenes 
are extraordinarily delicate, 
sometimes consisting simply of 
a shot of Mie Kitahara’s shift- 
ing her leg ever so slightly so 
that it barely touches Tsugawa’s, 
then focusing directly on her 
face (for my money one of the 
most beautiful in Japan) so that 
the slight trembling of her eye- 
lids shows us that she is not 
asleep, that both are merely pre- 
tending sleep. Literally nothing 
happens in these loves scenes 
but the air becomes positively 
electric with sex. 

One might add, however, that 
some of this delicacy comes 
from Eiren, the Japanese cen- 
sorship agency, which cut the 
picture before distribution and 
so, accidentally perhaps, arrang- 
ed for a number of fine touches.

Explosion Shots From Sand Require Careful Planning 


A few days back we talked 
about hitting a sand trap shot 
when the ball. was sitting up 
on top of the sand. Today, let's 


discuss the same shot when 
the ball is buried partiy or 
completely in the sand. This 
calls for an explosion shot. 

Take your stance the same 
way. Wiggle your feet until 
you have a firm, solid foot- 
ing. This will also give you 
a clue as to how heavy the 
sand is and how much mois- 
ture it holds. Play the ball a 
bit forward toward the left 
foot. You'll be hitting the 
sand behind the ball, you. 
know. 

For the explosion shot, you 
must strike further behind the 
ball than for a normal sand 
trap shot. Normal shots call 
for striking the sand about a 
half-inch behind the ball. For 
the explosion, however, you 
may have to strike the sand 
an inch or an inch and a half 
behind the ball. This allows 
the front edge of vour sand 
wedge to burrow down and 
underneath the ball. As the 
clus comes up out wf the 


sand, it will bring the ball 
plus; lots of sand as today’s 
drawing shows, Continue your 
swing to its natural conclu- 
sion. 


If you kept your stance 
open and used an outside-in 


- swing, you should have back- 


spin on the shot which will 

stop it shortly after it hits the 

green.

Pointing out that his com- 
pany’s sales amounted to almost 
$20,000,000 last year, Dr. Naga- 
oka said the’ Japanese domestic 
market accounted for 60 per 
cent of this volume. 

“In Japan, if there is a choice 
in the family between a wash- 
ing machine for the wife and a 
camera for the husband,” ’ Dr. 
Nagaoka explained, “they buy 
the camera.” 

Dr, Nagaoka remains one of 
his firm’s best customers. In 
Europe, he said, he took 1,800 
pictures in a month.

Vinylon Made 
Resistant _ 
To Big Heat 


SENDAI, July 18 (Kyodo)—A 
new process that would make 
vinyl and vinylon heat resistant 
up to 150 and. 275 degrees C., 
respectively, was announced by 
a group of Japanese scientists 
before the Japan Physical So-. 
ciety in Sendai yesterday. 

The announcement drew sharp 
attention from attending scien- 
tists since the new treatment 
promises to eliminate the big- 
gest weakness of the chemical 
products—heat. ; 


Vinylon, for: example, is so 
fragile as far as heat is con- 
cerned that suit material made 
from it cannot be subjected to 
a steam-iron after it has been 
washed. 


‘The scientist group, engaged 
since late 1954 in studies of 
radiation and highly polymeriz- 
ed particles, was led by Prof. 
Toshio Amamiya of © Tokyo 
University, Prof. Sen Hara- 
jima of Tokyo Engineering Uni- 
versity and Dr. Kenichi. Tsuki- 
hara .of the private Scientific 
Research Institute of Tokyo. 


According to their announce- 
ment, the discovered. that 
polyéthelene, polyvinyl alcohol 
and polyvinylchloride alcohol, 
all raw maéerial for vinyion 
and vinyl, became heat resist- 
ant if subjected to deuteron 
rays or cobalt-60 gamma rays 
from a cyclotron. a 


After being .radiated with 
strong rays of over 400 million 
Roentgen for 18 seconds and 
then heated at 120 degrees C. 
for an hour, the vinylon mate- 
rials became insoluble even in 
boiling water of more than 150 
degrees C. 

They usually melt .at 100 
degrees C, Similarly, the vinyl 
material could ‘be made: to re- 
sist a heat of over 270 degrees 
if given a 200 million Roentgen 
radiation. Vinyl normally gives 
way to a heat of 110 degrees. 
Besices, the processed vinyl re- 
sisted a cyclohexane solvent.

eators up through last April. 

After pointing out that indus- 
trial’ production, makers’ proc- 
essed goods inventory and 
manufacturers’ shipments all 
evidence a growing economy, 
that prices are rising at a fas- 
ter pace-than overseas . prices, 
that the balance of payments 
surplus is tapering, that the 
money rate dips to.slow down, 
and that bank loans are. rising 
fast,.the Bank laid the opinion 
that the economic. tempo is go- 
ing a bit too fast. 

The Bank. pinned the blame 
mostly on the fast-growing home 
demand, particularly in demand 
for plant and. equipment invest- 
ments; consumption: and: inven- 
tory investments being relative- 
ly balanced. 

Growing plant and equipment 
investments are recognized as 
obvious to an expanding. eco- 
nomy, but if excessive they lead 
to sharp price rises, shrinkage 
of the balance of payments. sur- 
plus and rising interest rates. 

Wide Departure | 

The crux of the report is that 
objectively speaking, the ,econo- 
mic- indicators of the past few 
months tended to show: a wide 
departure from- trends hereto- 
fore, and the time is.opportune 
for a. warning of possible ex- 
cesses, and therefore the need 
to ready effective and elastic 
monetary controls to cut short 
excesses before they get out of 
hand. : 

Underlying -the. thinking . of 
the cautious. monetary mana- 
gers’is the fear of “creeping in- 
flation’—a slow but persistent 
inflation, resulting in a gradu- 
al rise in prices, barely per- 
ceptible in the short run but 
highly damaging in the long 
run. 

The desire is to meet this 
“creeping inflation” with 
“creeping  disinflation” ‘or 
“gentlemanly” credit squeeze— 
a prolonged but moderate cred- 
it squeeze which would avoid 
a dramatic. deflationary . drive 
both painful] and risky. 


Accurate Diagnosis Needed 

Accurate business - diagnosis 
and: forecasting are necessary. 
But those indulged in by many, 
both in and out. of: official cir- 
cles, rarely. hit the mark 
squarely. Inadequate statistics 
and. facts, statistical .and_ in- 
formational time lag, different 
economic and monetary schools, 
psychological factors and other 
imponderables produce’ pitfalls 
to predictions. 

Then, too, cautious -groups 
usually look for trouble spots 


and .tend. to’ emphasize them 
while underestimating. the 
stablizing. forces. But, as 


someone put it, if predictions 
err on the conservative side, 
relatively few people are hurt, 
but if they are too bold and 
optimistic many: will be hurt.

Still Differ 


A Government source Tuesday 
predicted roughgoing ahead for 
the Japan-Britain talks under 
way in London since June 12 on 
a treaty of commerce and navi- 
gation, 

The conference is shortly ex- 
pected to enter an issue-by-issue 
study of the contemplated trea- 
ty, it said. 

According to the source, there 
is still a wide difference in view 
between the two sides on the 
problem of most-favored-nation 
treatment. 

In its draft treaty presented 
to Britain, Japan is demanding 
complete and reciprocal most- 
favored-nation treatment, it re- 
vealed. On the other hand, 
Britain is aiming at measures to 
protect its industry from possi- 
ble blows by Japanese industry, 

In other words, Japan advo- 
cates the principle of free 
trade but Britain asserts that 
the two nations should discuss 
Britain’s imports from Japan at 
a trade conference every year 
anc Britain should be permit- 
ted tc restrict its imports from 
Japan as it pleases, if neces- 
sary. 

As regards tariffs, Japan de- 
mands most - favored - nation 
treatment as stipulated by GATT 
while Britain wants to reserve 
the right to the Japanese goods, 
it said. | | 

Japan contends that the con- 
tempiated treaty should also be 
made applicable to British colo- 
nies. Britain, however, asserts 
that. the problem of application 
should be left to the colonies. 


Pope Favors

The Pope urged delegates to 
the “Social Week” to study the 
new needs which would arise 
—the raising of general living 
standards, the use of increased 
leisure, and the problems aris- 
ing from the transfer of man- 
power from one employment 
area to another.

“Coming on the eve of the Brioni conference of the 
three “strong men of neutralism,” Marshal Tito, Colonel 
Nasser and Mr. Nehru, the latest utterances of Mr. Khrush- 
chev in Moscow would seem to have special significance.” 
.. »The rush agreement signed between the Soviet Union 
and East Germany, together with the remarks of Mr. Krush- 
chey, may be intended, in part to tell the neutralists that 
the unification of Germany is none of their business and 
they should not meddle with it. 
But’ Mr. Khrushchev, whether in a sudden impulse of 
real sincerity or not, also took occasion to give what is 
evidently his true view of liberal institutions in Western 
countries. “Western democracy is a sham,” he declared at 
a Kremlin banquet for East German Premier Grotewohl. 
Such a statement made in such a manner throws a strange 
light on its author’s recent pretence to be seeking the 
friendship of democratic countries. 
+>-- Perhaps even more revealing is Mr. Khrushchev’s state- 
‘ment to the East Germans that they would have to be 
emg about the reunification of Germany but that even- 
ially their country would be unified on Communist terms. 
We-may well ask if this is not tantamount to saying that 
Moscow has no intention of permitting German reunifica- 
tion except as a Communist State which would be amenable 
‘to its wishes. 
~~ Although Moscow’s objective in this matter is made 
clear, what Mr. Khrushchev does not explain is how he pro- 
poses to make prosperous West Germany into a Communist 
tate which would willingly combine with puppet East 
Germany on a Soviet model.

‘ CALCUTTA—For the past 
three months reports have been 
received ‘in India of growing 
unrest in. Eastern. Tibet which 
has- developed. into. armed 
revolt against Chinese Commu- 
munist authority. If accounts 
circulated .in Kalimpong and 
Darjeeling are to be believed, 
the Tibetans in the Kham- 
Golok area have risen in num- 
bers in.a drive to remove tne 
“invaders” from their plateau, 
which is 14,000 feet above sea 
level. 

The consensus is. that. the 
recent trouble started in March 
this year in the area of Eastern 


Tibet which -is inhabited by 
wild nomadic tribes—the 
Goloka. Indian observers are 


not certain as to just what 
caused the upheaval, but they 
assume that the Golokas 
rebelled at the attempt by the 
Chinese Communists to impose 
certain administrative changes 
and: to collect the arms from 
the tribes. , 

The Caleutta Statesman tells 
of * monks, normally forbidden 
to take life, renouncing their 
vows to take-up arms against 
the Chinese, with the mounted 
guerrilla warfare led in some 
cases by their abbots. Accord- 
ing to Tibetan sources heavy 
casualties have been inflicted 
on;the Chinese Communists in 
the. revolt which spread from 
Golok to Litang area, particu-

a famous monastery is located. 
It was here that the Fifth: Dalai 
Lama (“The Great Fifth”) was 
discovered. 


Revolt Spread 


Litang. town, a center of 
pilgrimage, reportedly rebelled 
when: the Chinese Communists 
attempted to collect the arms 
from monks of the Monastery. 
Two hundred Chinese troops 
were killed and in retaliation 
the Chinese. . bombed the 
monastery. Following this the 
revolt spread through the’ east- 


ern. provinces of  Golok, 
Horkhok,. Derge, © Nyarong, 
Chantin, Litang, .Mang-Kham 
and Mheli. 3 


According to Mimang 
(Tibetan Resistance) reports 
circulating in-India, the whole 
Kham-Golok area is now free 
of Chinese except for the Chi- 
nese air base at Kardzeh. These 
same reports indicate that, in 
addition to the monastery at 
Litang, the Chinese have also 
bombed several other monas- 
teries. The Dhango Gompa in 
Nyakong and Dolma Tara 
Chapel in Chantin have been 
razed to the. ground. Tibetan 
casualties are apparently 
severe. 

Provoked by Reds 

The first news of the revolt 
was received in India in April. 
According to usually reliable 
sources the Golokas were pro- 
voked chiefly by Chinese at- 
tempts to disarm their mon- 
asteries, heavy. taxation, inter- 
ference With the Dalai Lama’s 
authority, setting up of admin- 
istrative . offices, -indoctrination 
of - Tibetan youth, ‘crippling 
land reform and the natural 
desire to throw off the new 
colonial rule. . 

Indian newspaper sources 
recently reported that a great 
state of tension has been 
caused by the arrest in Lhasa 
of three Tibetans: Lhapchuk, a 
Tsang province representative; 
Alo Chonze, a_ representative 
of Mintang (the Peoples Party); 
and Boomthang Drunyee, 
Lokha province representative. 
These three men, were 
among. the several - hundred 
delegates who conveyed peti- 
tions to the Dalai Lama on his 
return from Communist China. 
They are reportedly’ charged 
with circulating anti-Chinese 
leaflets and posters. When the 
revolt spread south, the guer- 
rillas were able to cut the 
Chamdo-Lhasa road. At _ this 
point the Chinese army, under 
Marshal Liu Pei-cheng, com- 
manhder of Southwestern. Chi- 
na, reportedly deployed: a. large 
special force, but the Tibetans 
claim ‘that so far this force has 
failed to re-enter Golok and 
Kham. : WS 
‘Tension High : 

Tension in Lhasa is high, 
particularty in the Khamba 
dominated monasteries. How- 
ever, there have been mo’ re- 
‘ports of revolt in the capital. 
At one point the fighting 
spread to within 150 miles of 
Lhasa. — ' | hae 

Several weeks ago a group of 
Tibetans, domiciled in - India, 
and led by the Dalai. Lama’s 
brother, wrote to Prime Min- 
ister Nehru that their fellow 
countrymen had risen to drive 


the Chinese from- Tibet.~ The 
Chinese are reported apprehen- 
sive and have preyailed upon 
the Dalai Lama to send a “good- 
will mission” to the. troubled 
area under the leadership. of 
Sawang Ragshag,.. commander 
in’ chief of tHe Tibetan army. 
This mission, which reportedly 
has the Dalai Lama’s blessing, 
will include — -high-ranking 
Tibetan officials and an iMm-
